SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


From the vantage point of the selectmen's office, 1987 was an evenful year with 
134 building permits issued, 75 of which were for new houses. 


The construction of Freeses's Pond dam, with the formal dedication on November 15, 
was a highlight of the year. The votes of several town meetings and the work of a 
Freese's Pond Committee were finally brought to a successful completion when Selectmen 
were able to hire Richard Cutter of Epsom to contract the job with dam engineer Warren 
Guinan of Deerfield overseeing the project. 


Road activities reached an all time high in 1987. Off site money (funds provided by 
subdividers for improvement of reads impacted by their developments) was available for 
the first time and was used for work in the Range-Ridge-Haynes Roads vicinity and also 
as a supplement to the amount already available for South Road reconstruction. Other 
road projects included a reconstruction of a portion of Mount Delight Road, hot topping 
a large part of Parade Road and Old Center Road near the town buildings, and a start on 
the Cotton Road project. Money was voted by the Fair Association for 1987 and an 
additional sum for 1988 ($30,000 in all) to use with town funds on Cotton Road. Winter 
and summer maintenance has increased both in amount and in cost as the growing population 
with many new houses on our town maintained roads has brought about a corresponding 
demand and need for increased service. The purchase of a truck and York rake for the 
highway department has resulted in much easier and better maintenance of gravel roads. 
The use of the town owned truck has also resulted in a saving of money in plowing. 


The addition of a 2000 gallon tank truck to the Fire Department has provided and 
will continue to provide a much greater level of protection to the town regardless 
of weather conditions (frozen water holes). The Fire Department now has close to 
10,000 gallons of "water on wheels." 


The newly created office of combined town clerk-tax collector will be in effect 
after the election of March. The town budget includes a provision for compensation 
of the position as the full time job which it has now become. 


Office space for town services is cramped in the two rooms upstairs in the town 
hall. Filing cabinets are already spilling over into the upstairs hall and other 
activities may be expected to do so as a temporary measure to provide space. A plan for 
an addition to the present town hall was disapproved by the Municipal Budget Committee fo 
for inclusion in the 1988 town budget. The Selectmen will continue to seek alternatives 
to present to the voters for additional space at ground level as the need becomes more 
acute each year. 


A new Master Plan and a Capital Improvements Program were adopted in 1987 by the 
Planning Board and formed the back up for the growth ordinance passed at the special 
town meeting of November 10. Other changes in zoning and subdivision regulations as 
well are impacting the selectmen's office with the need to keep up to date with each 
change and addition. Added to the total are continual new demands by state government 
for information and compliance with state regulation and law. 


With the continual growth in the population, the impact on the landfill is continuing 
to be felt. Hours of operation have been expanded to 8:00 A.M. to 4:00 P.M. Saturday 
and Sunday on a year round basis.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Board of Adjustment held public hearings on 27 applications during 1987. 
Thirteen cases involved small lots or side lot line clearance. Only four cases 
concerned business or commercial use variances but there were an increased number 
of appeals concerning administrative decisions by the Building Inspector as our 
growth continues. 


Officers elected in April by the five member board appointed by the Selectmen were: 
Charles Copeland, Chariman; Rita Hutchinson, Vice Chairman and Thomas Fowke, Clerk. 
Three alternates are also appointed by the Selectmen as listed in the "Town Officers" 
section of the Town Report. 


Applications for appeals to the Board of Adjustment may be obtained from the 
Selectmen, Building Inspector or Planning Board. Completed applications should be 
received by the Board (P.O. Box 155) at least 15 days prior to the fourth Tuesday 
of the month in order to be heard that month. 


Changes in master plans, zoning ordinances and N.H. Land Use RSA's are happening 
at an increasing rate as the needs of increasing population and services dictate 
that they should. Whether you believe "planning" means provision for growth or control 
of growth, awareness of and involvement in the process by a greater number of all 
of us is the best alternative to surprise. Volunteer!

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board received a total of 23 proposed subdivisions presented to it 
for approval in 1987. Of these, 18 were granted resulting in 36 new lots; three 
applications were denied; and two are major subdivisions, currently under consideration 
for final approval and could result in approximately 22 new lots. The board also held 
hearings for three boundary line adjustments. The Public Hearings for these subdivisions 
resulted in the collection of $3,111.88 in fees and noticing costs. 


The board collected $46,008 in offsite assessment fees which are intended to be 
used on roadway improvements in the vicinity of the proposed subdivision to offset 
their impact on the Town's roadway system. 


The board issued 66 driveway permits in 1987, resulting in the collection of $1,980 
in permit fees. 


In addition, the board held 35 meetings. Regularly scheduled meetings are held 
the first and third Wednesday of the month, with special meetings and Public Hearings 
scheduled as needed. 


The board voted to elect Fred McGarry, chairman; Jack Brinkler as Vice Chairman 
and Frances Menard as alternate. Frank Bioteau was elected to serve as a member of 
the board for a three year term. 


After over three years of work, the town's new Master Plan and Capital Improvement 
Plan were adopted August 8 by the Planning Board. The board wisnes to thank the many 
citizens who worked long and hard to help create the documents. A copy of the Plans 
has been placed in the town library for circulation to residents.

Based on the Master Plan and Capital Improvements Plan's projections of growth 
and the crowded conditions at the school, the Planning Board scheduled a special town 
election in November to adopt a three year growth management ordinance. The ordinance 
passed and will limit building permits to 35 per year, unless revised by the town vote. 
Also at that November special election, the town voted to approve an amendment 
to the zoning ordinance increasing the size of duplex lots to 6 acres; revisions to 
the "Excavation of Natural Material" section of the ordinance; removal of the restriction 
of mobile home permits. 


The board is proposing several amendments to the Town's zoning regulations including: 
revisions to the Home Occupation section; amending the off street parking section; 
revisions to the District Objectives and Land use controls; editorial and definition 
changes; increasing penalty fees. The Board urges the town to support these amendments.

REPORT OF PARKS & RECREATION COMMISSION 


The year 1987 showed the Bicentennial Field being used by many different groups 
from Little League Baseball to the George B. White Soccer Teams. Thanks to the coopera- 
tion of the Deerfiedl Youth Baseball Association the field was restored to its best 
condition in the past four years. Many fine dedicated people found time to donate 
their many talents to bring this about. There still remains some improvements to 
be made this coming spring. These include improving the drainage in several areas 
of the field, installing baselines with stone dust on the Little League field, improving 
the fencing on the Babe Ruth field, completion of improvements to the steps down to 
the field and finally, installing new base recepticles on both fields. 


Under the terms of the Lindsay deed there is no vehicle traffic allowed on any 
of the property including the ropes course, the right of way beside the ball field 
and the ballifield itself. However, certain people continue to violate this by using 
ATV's and snowmobiles on the property even though signs have been put up to prohibit 
same. As a result of this the Park and Recreation Department have asked the Police 
Department to issue citations to anyone found in violation. The members of the 
Commission Cindy Osborne, Jim Nelson, Dick Knowlton and Joe Stone thank you for your 
cooperation in making this complex one of the best recreational areas of the town.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Deerfield Conservation Commission's activities in 1987 included the 
following: 


WATER RESOURCES STUDY 


The Commision began mapping, collecting field information and identifying 
priority areas for further study within the Town. It also compiled information 
on potential groundwater resources such as aquifers, studies of Pleasant Lake, 
and information on means of groundwater protection. 


TOWN LANDS 


Eight of the Town's largest and most Significant properties were inspected 
by the Commission this year, and survey maps were compiled if available. The 
Commission met with a representative of the N.H. Fish & Game Department regarding 
potential cooperative management of the Town owned Wells Lot and Fish & Game's 
Corey Lot on Mt. Delight. The County Extension Forester examined the Town's Raab 
lot (on Freese's Pond) and the Dowst-—Cate Town Forest at the Commission's request, 
and he provided maps and recommendations for management of the properties. 


After meeting with Selecmen and a member of the Town Forestry Committee, 
the Conservation Commission took a step toward making the Town Forest more accessible 
and manageable by laying out and mapping a preliminary trail through the 100 acre 
property. 

MONITORING REGULATED WETLAND ACTIVITIES 

The Commission responded to several situations involving regulated activities 
in wetlands in 1987. This includes dredging, filling or other distrubance in 
wetlands. The Commission's role is to comment to the State Wetlands Board on 
permit applications for such activities, conduct site inspections and to see 


that state and local laws and regulations protecting water resources are complied 
with locally. 


TRUST FOR NEW HAMPSHIRE LANDS 


Commision members have kept informed about this statewide land protection 
program, and plan to help form a Trust Committee in Deerfield in 1988. 


VOLUNTEERS

FOOD FOR THOUGHT 
from the 
DEERFIELD HISTORIC SOCIETY 


Did you know that a Paul Revere bell hangs in the belfry of the Deerfield 
Baptist Church? That the prolific author George Waldo Brown was a resident of 
Coffeetown Road? Or that Deerfield was originally in the running for New Hamp- 
shire's state capitol? 


The Deerfield Historic Society has been involved with each of these facts, 
either through research, recognition or serving aS a repository. There are many 
other instances as well where our town's residents, with a common interest in local 
history, have helped to preserve and bring alive Deerfield's past. 


Over the years the Society, established in 1973, has collected a number of 
artifacts and assorted memorabilia, which have provided hints of the town's first 
days and its subsequent development. Other items have been offered as well. But 
we have been reluctant to accept them until a proper repository can be found for 
safekeeping and display. There are so many wonderful articles now tucked away in 
barns and attics, drawers and chests, it seems a shame to keep them hidden. 


While there are a few historic exhibits in the library, obviously the primary 
intent of that building takes precedence for space. Indeed, more museum room is 
needed to help perpetuate the unique heritage of our town for today's and tomorrow's 
residents. 


A spot for such a museum which comes to mind is the second floor assembly hall 
in the Town Hall, itself an historically registered building. By using the walls 
and perimeter areas for paintings, photographs, hangings, and display cases, 
Deerfield's history would embellish this room adding to its historical significance, 
yet not interfering with its functional value as a center for entertainment and 
town business. 


Were this dream to become a reality, the Society would expect at some point to 
open this museum to the public, perhaps on weekends or by appointment. We also 
would hope to include guided tours of the museum in the town's elementary school 
curriculum for both local and nearby children. And we than would extend an invita- 
tion for additional contributions and 'on loan' items to add further dimension to 
Deerfield's 221 year old profile. 


We invite you to join the Society in enjoying our meetings (the fourth Thursday 
of each month, September through May, at the library). OUr speakers discuss and 
often illustrate various aspects of our town's past and current history. You can 
join in other activities as well. Recent projects have included the town-wide photo- 
graph on Old Home Day in 1985; the erection of historic site markers; the reproduc-— 
tion of old postcard scenes and maps of Deerfield; poster contests with historic 
themes in local classrooms; and our newest effort, distinctive date plaques to 
grace hopefully every home in town.

In connection with our examination, we raviewed anc teastec tae Town's systems of intecnal 
accounting control anc operating ococacures to the extant we considered necessary to 
evaluate the systems as cequicec 2y generally accaotec govacmnent auGitiny stancaccs. 

Tne puroose of our ceview of tnese systeans was not to 2x cess an oDdinion on internal 
accounting control: anc it woulc aot nacessacily Cisclose all weaknesses in tne syste. 
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In the following paragcaohs, we pcesent ouc comnents and cecommencations for imoroving 
specific aspects of tne Town's systems anc orocecuras. je also cafer you to the aovencix 
to this letter which explains tne oucpose of our caview, its limitations, and tae 
ocofessional stancacds involved. 


1. General 


Tydically. a reooct of tais type olaces a jraater amonasis on fincings of a critical 
natuce. Therefore; to aut ouc comments anc cecommencations in dropgec Secs dective, 

it should be noted that the weaknesses ooserved ace not necessarily the cesult of 

De0r wwanagement. Oftentimes, they ara cue to factors outsice tne control of tne Town's 
financial management anc orocacurces which are not sat focth in this ceooct. 


2. Aaministrative Assistant Position 


The inceease in tne comolexity of municivzal odsecations suggests the need to consider 
tne merits of an administrative assistant Sosition. 
Tne individual should possess tne necessary skills to assuwe the resvonsi>dility, 
including supecvision, for all tne Town's accounting and record-keeing functions. 
This woulé include, ‘sut not de limitec to, the following: 
A. Reviewing and aoocaising the souncaess, acequacy anc ayolication of accounting, 
financial and operating controls. 


B. Ascertaining the extent of comoliance with astadlisned Dolicies, olans, 
ane ococeduces to include State and *edercal Statutes, wher2 aoolicadle. 


C. Ascertaining the extent to wnich tne Town's assets ace accountec for ana 
safeguarded fron losses of all kinds. 


D. Supecvising the vaciousclerical asdects of the accounting functions, including 
oookkeesing and casponsidility for ocesacing periodic financial cepocts.

. Ascertaining the caliadility of accounting anc other Gata witain the 
organization. 
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F. Modernizing the accounting system, including determining the 
feasibility of acquiring an electronic accounting system that would 
provide for a double-entry system, as well as tax billing and related 
functions. 


Monthly Reports 


Our examination disclosed that the year end totals of the individual 
expenditure and revenue ledger sheets did not agree with the corresponding 
Treasurer's cash figures. We recommend that the office personnel prepare 
a trial balance of the ledger sheets on a monthly basis, and reconcile the 
resulting totals with those as shown in the Treasurer's report. Any 
discrepancies between the two reports should be reconciled immediately. 


Interfund Balance - Trust Fund $12,000 


At the 1984 annual Town Meeting, the voters authorized, for the purpose of 
bridge improvements, the withdrawal of $12,000 from Capital Reserve Funds 
held by the Trustees of Trust Funds. This receivable to the general fund 
has been carried on the balance sheet since that time. We recommend that 
the trustees transfer this amount to the General Fund in the immediate 
future. 


Recommendations of Prior Years 


The following recommendations made in previous year's management letters 
are repeated again. 


A. Electronic Data Processing 


Town officials should consider the potential benefits of the use of 

electronic data processing, especially with respect to the impact on 

improved management of resources available to the Town.

SCHOOL BOARD REPORT |. 


Growth, buildings, and budgets continue to dominate the focus of the School Board. 
The rise in the number of children entering George B. White was greater than projected, 
360 entered in September, a number not expected to be reached until years end. The 
acquisition of temporary classrooms provided the flexibility to maintain special educa- 
tion programs in house, the monies not spent in out of district placement is the major 
source of budgeted funds used to pay for these rooms. However, the continued pressure 
of student growth strains the creative capacity of the district to keep our special 
education programs in house. Average cost per out of district placement is $14,000. 
Special educational requirements will take operational costs out of the control of 
the district until space can be expanded to keep what we have and Bei additional 
internal special programs, particularly at the middle school level. 


In preparation for the four day week hearing this spring before the State Board 
of Education, the George B. White school has been evaluated by the New England Regional 
Commission for Schools and Colleges. This highly respected accreditation group has 
provided an unbiased report of the educational quality at the school The report is 
very favorable. The teachers and staff lead by Bruce Turnquist who coordinated the 
project deserve recognition for their outstanding effort. 


The events of last year's school district meeting made us take a hard look at 
where we are going. The Building Committee, which included people who dis not support 
last year's proposal, addressed issues they believed were not taken into account. 
Their efforts have produced a proposal that is a superior design from both a dollar 
value and an educational standpoint. Consider their proposal carefully. It isa 
good one and we ask for your support. 


- PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 


A two year evaluation of the George B. White School was implemented under the 
auspices of the New England Association of Schools and Colleges. First, an eighteen 
month self-study was conducted .by the staff, parents, community representatives and 
students. This was followed by a four day on-site visitation by five educators from 
schools within New England and chaired by Dr. Carl Wood of Greenland, New Hampshire. 
The visitation was completed this past fall. 


The document that was developed through the self-study is available for any citizen 
to borrow and review at the George B. White School. The visiting committee report 
of the George B. White School has been included in the town report in its entirety. 
Hopefully this will help citizens obtain a better understanding of the education Deerfield 
children are receiving at this time. 


Two very positive results have occurred due to this evaluation. Deerfield has 
made history by having the George B. White School become one of the first elementary 
schools to become accredited in New England. In the letter received notifying us 
of accreditation, the Director of the Commission on Public Elementary School stated: 
"During deliberations, the Commission noted the high level of mutual respect and cooperatic 
among students, staff, and the building principal. In addition, the George B. White 
School deserves commendations for the outstanding quality of instruction, the emphasis 
on students as individuals, and the variety of teaching techniques and materials." 


The Commission commends the Deerfield community for its involvement and support 
for the school and strongly urges the community to continue its support towardefforts 
to upgrade and/or replace the current school plant. The Commission felt this to be 
a high priority. 
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Despite the constraints of the present facility, the Commission also recommends 
that staffing needs in the area of pupil services be reviewed (library media and health) 
in a continued effort to improve these programs for students. 


The other positive aspect is that now a plan is developed that offers both short 
and long term goals that can be implemented in order for us to continue to offer the 
best quality education for the children of Deerfield. 


In conclusion, I would be remiss if I did not give the greatest share of the 
credit for this fine school to the excellent staff. They are truly qualified, caring 
and didicated individuals. I also want to thank Sue Sherburne, our School/Community 
Coordinator; and Dek’sie Kelly and Laura Guinan, our Volunteer Coordinators for all 
the time and effort they have given to both the students and staff. Finally, to Judy 
Bush, Tom Foulkes and Gecrge Humphrey, our school board members, thank you for your 
dedication and devotion to the children of Deerfield.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Growth in student enrollment combined with the newly adopted state recommended 
elementary standards continue to be the major issues. facing the school community. 
As a result and as a continuation of the School Board's concern over the space issue 
at George B. White, the School Board charged a building committee to further review 
this issue and to recommend a course of action to the Board for presentation at the 
March school district meeting, 1988. As it presently stands, the Deerfield Building 
Advisory Committee continues its comprehensive review of the space issue and is in 
the final stages of presenting a recommendation to the School Board. The Building 
Committee will present a recommendation for the, construction of a new facility on 
the Freese's Pond site, which the town of Deerfield presently owns. On behalf of 
the Deerfield School Board, I would like to take this opportunity to express my sincerest appre 
to Chairman, Dennis Kuczewski and all the members of the Building Committee for the 
many, many hours that went into the investigation of the space needs issues. 


On another space related topic and because all five school districts of SAU #53 
are experiencing similar space issues, and SAU wide space needs study committee was 
organized to begin the investigation of a cooperative or an authorized regional enrollment 
area (A.R.E.A.) at the middle grade level. All five towns of SAU #53 were represented 
on the committce which organized itself into three subcommittees; enrollment and statistics, 
curriculum, and organization (benefits of cooperative vs. A.R-.E.A.). The committee's 
consensus of opinion was that a proposal to construct any type of A.R.E.A. or cooperative 
middle school based upon information collected by the committee at this time would 
be unrealistic. The committee further stated that, in its opinion, a joint venture 
et this time will not be embraced by the voters of the member towns. The committee 
is in recess and will reconvene laterthis spring. 


On behalf of the SAU #53 School Board, I would like to thank the members of the 
committee for their work and their willingness to continue their work later this spring. 
The members of the SAU Cooperative/AREA Committee are: Allenstown —Chairman Frank 
Danieli, Leigh McDonnell, Donald Coulsey; Chichester - Jane Welch; Deerfield - Joan 
Bilodeau, John Brinkler, Dennis Kuczewski; Epsom - Gary Benner, Thomas Lalish; Pembroke 
- Jerry Fleury, Stanley Grimes, Ronald Rush. 


While the members of the Board, the community, the principal and representatives 


form the SAU Office have grappled with the space issues, the professional staff at 
George B. White School have been very active in providing the children of Deerfield 
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with the very best in service and in program. Many after school and weekend hours 

have been spent in the development of curriculum and much time has been spent on the 
preparation for the self study which resulted in a review team's visit to the George 

B. White School this past October. The teachers and staff of the Deerfield School 
District deserve to be recognized and commended for their Superior effort directed 

toward the improvement of program and for their genuine concern for children of Deerfield.

The 1987° fall’ standardized test scores. indicate increases in student achievement 
in a variety of areas when compared with last. year's results at the grade four and 
grade eight level and when compared with anticipated scores at the grade four and 
grade eight level. Muchtime has been devoted to the analysis of these test scores 
and as presented to you last year in my report, I offer the following cautionary note 
when one interprets and uses the results of test scores. 


---Standardized test scores are just one component in evaluating school effective- 
ness. Various factors enter into fluctuating test scores which may include: 
matching what is taught with what is tested, the number of students taking the 
test, the ability of. students taking the test, the conditions in which the test 
was administered,. and the amount of time spent preparing students on how to take 
Standardized tests. The list is certainly not all inclusive. I bring this infor- 
“Mation to your attention so that judgements are not made on the success or lack 

of success of your school's based exclusively on test scores in a given year. 


Upward tends in test’ scoéres (over time) along with declining drop out rates, 
increased enrollment in honor classes, improved reading scores, increased post 
seondary shool admissions, increased student leisure time in academic pursuits 
(i.e. reading, computer), and increased interest in school activities show a 
more accurate picture which reflects a positive evaluation. If these trends 
are reversed, the picture would be negative. If trends are mixed, so is the 
picture. The point is that goals in education are complex and the measure of 
the success or failure of such goals is complex as well. When we look at the 
Deerfield picture, in its entirety, we have much to be proud of. ) 


Chapter I, a federally funded program under the direction of Ms. Janet Snyder 
of SAU #53, continues to provide Deerfield students remediation in the areas of reading 
and mathematics. These remedial instuctional activities are intended to assist previously 
identified youngsters on-site at the George B. White School. Presently $28,599.55 
in fedeal funds are used for the hire of two Chapter I tutors and for the purchase - 
of instructional materials and equipment to assist youngsters in their learning. 
The Chapter I program serves a total of 26 students in grades 1-8. Federal funding 
for the 1988-89 school year is expected to continue and the same level of services 
are expected to be maintained. “ie Hi 


It is indeed a pleasure to see continuation of such enthusiastic involvement 
on the part of our parents. Citizen participation at the George B. White.:School is 
one very important reason for the success of the school JI thank you all for your 
involvement in the school and wish to encourazge others to participate.

Tom is certified as an assistant superintendent in the State of New Hampshire 
and is presently completing a certificate of advance graduate study (C.A.G.S.) from 
the University of New Hampshire. A native of Massachusetts, Tom has outstanding exper- 
iences as a teacher and school administrator prior to his move to Pembroke. Tom resides 
in Pembroke with his wife, Jean, and their two young children, Kate and Cara. Mr. 

Jack Henderson was elected in June to serve as assistant superintendent for business. 
Jack has a strong academic background in business and personnel management, with master's 
degree in both areas. He is certified as a New Hampshire assistant superintendent. 
Jack's past experiences as teacher, naval officer, town administrator and school business 
administrator, make him a very valuable addition to this office. Jack and his wife, 
Susan, and their two sons, Todd and Shawn, reside in Alton Bay.

GEORGE 8. WHITE SQHO0L

INTRODUCTION 


The New Engiand Association of Schools and Colieges is the oldest of the six regional accrediting agencies in the 
United States. Since its inception in 1835, tha Association has awarded accreditation to those educational 
institutions in the six-state New England region who seek voluntary affiliation and who camply with the stated 
Standards of Marbership. - 


The United States Secretary of Education is required by federal statue to publish a list of accrediting agencies 
which are determined to be reliable authorities on the quality of educational institutions. The New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges is recoanized by the Secretary as the sole accrediting agency in the six-state 
region to award initial or continued accreditation. In order to achieve this status, the Association is required ti 
submit its policies and procedures to the same rigorous scrutiny which is expected of the Association's own merber 
institutions during the evaluation process. | 


The governing body of the Association is its Executive Cammittee which supervises the work of five Commissions and 
two Committees: the Camission on Institutions of Higher Education, the Comnission on Vocational, Technical, Career 
Institutions, the Commission ca Public Elementary Schools, the Camittee on Overseas Schools, and the Comittee on 
School /College Relations. 


As the responsible agency for matters of evaluation and accreditation of merber institutions, the Camission on | 
Public Elementary Schools provides visiting canmittees to assess the degree to which the evaluated schools meet the 
qualitative Standard of Membership of the Committee. Those Standards are: 


PHILOSOPHY AND OBJECTIVES 


The school shall develop a clear statement of educational philosophy and objectives designed to meet the needs cf th) 
students and of the comunity served by the school. The philosophy and objectives shall be approved by the schoo! 
board and be implanented by the staff and administration. Ongoing reviews of the needs of the students enrolled in| 
the school shall be conducted to ensure the continued validity of the philosophy and objectives. 


COMMUNITY SUPPORT AND INVOLVEMENT 


The school board shal} establish educational policy and provide leadership in securing from the comunity the 
financial support required for the educational program. The school shall have a planned progran of camunity 
outreach intended to foster partnership and communication. 


CURRICULUM 


The school shall have a curriculum that provides for meeting individual student needs and that recognizes the needs 
of society. The manner in which the school organizes for instruction must reflect the school's philosophy and will 
include experiences, activities, and programs necessary to attain its stated objectives. There shall be evidence of 
articulation of instruction, planned use of instructional time, arid the development of expected learning outcomes tn) 
each curricular area. The school shall demonstrate evidence that a system for assessing educational programs is 
ongoing. 


PUPIL PERFORMANCE /EDUCATION RESULTS 


There shali be a systematic and continuous evaluation of students' progress in achieving the objectives of the 
school. The level of individual pupil performance shall be commensurate with the abilities of the student and the 
expectations of the school and camunity as measured by a comprehensive and continuous achievement testing program. 


STUDENT SERVICES 


There shall be necessary resources to coordinate the identification, referral, and monitoring services for students. 
Appropriate student records and permanent files shall be kept and maintained in a confidential and secure manner. 
The school shall make available the resources necessary to provide educational and personal counseling. The school 
shal] provide comprehensive support service and transportation. 


LEARNING MEDIA SERVICES 


There shall be adequate library resources, instructional materials, and equipment to meet the needs of the 
educational progran. Library materials shall be systematically maintained and catalogued. Orientation and 
instruction in the proper use of media and library resources shall be provided. 


STAFF AND ADMINISTRATION 


The school shall have a staff and administration competent in performing their various assignments. They shall set 
high standards for student behavior and academic performance based on an understanding of child development and 
theories of learning. There shall be a canprehensive systen for evaluation and supervision of the staff and 
administration, and a planned progren for staff development. The staff and administration shall be adequate in 
number to meet the needs of students and to achieve the objectives of the school. There shall be a sufficient number 
of support personnel. Employee records shall be properly maintained and secured. 


| SCHOOL FACILITIES 


The site, plant, and equipment shall support the program of the school and shall be maintained to ensure the safety 
and health of the occupants. Proper documentation to assure compliance with local and state fire, health, and safety 
regulations shall] be available. 


SCHOOL ATMOSPHERE 


x school shall foster an atmosphere which provides the setting for an effective educational program. Within the 
school comunity, there shall be evidence of mutual respect, adherence to rules and procedures, and concern for 
property. There shall be evidence of mitual goals in community and school undertakings characterized by a 
commonality of purpose and positive relations between staff, students, school, and comunity.

a evaluation/accreditation program which public elementary/middle/junior high schools must undergo is a threefold 
process: The Self-Study conducted by the local professional staff, administration, and comunity; the On-Site Visit

*indings of its own self-study and the valid recommendations of the visiting team. Continued accreditation requires 

it the school be reevaluated at least once every ten years.

‘escribed in the institution's School and Cammunity Report, and its statement of Philosophy and Objectives. The 
chool and Camunity Report provides canprehensive information on the type of schoo) district which the school serves 
the abilities, achievements, needs, and aspirations of the students enrolled. The Philosophy and Objectives 
affirm the principles which guide the professional staff and the specific goals established to meet the needs of the

l:: Commission on Public Elementary Schools is well aware that the schools wich are different may be equally good. 


A Steering Committee of the professional staff was appointed to supervise the myriad details inherent in the self- 
study. At the George B. thite School a conmittee of nine (9) marbers supervised all aspects of the self-study and 
the evaluation. The Steering Committee assigned all teachers and adninistrators in the school to appropriate 
subcommittees to determine the quality of all programs, activities, and facilities available for young people. In 
addition to faculty menbers, the principal, teacher/vice-principal, the Steéring Comittee included two comunity 
members, a school comunity coordinator, and a member of the school board. 


The self-study of the George B. White School extended over a period of 18 months fron April 1986 to October 1987. It 
was the judgrent of the Visiting Committee that self-study conducted by the staff at the oooh s B. White School was 
completed in a highly professional, cometent, and comprehensive manner. — 


The Visiting Canmittee was pleased to note that parents, along with supportive personnel ada the comunity, 
joined the professional staff in the self-study deliberations. 


Schools evaluated by the Commission on Public Elementary Schools must complete appropriate materials to assess the 
quality of their educational offerings. In addition to the School Questionnaires on Standards of Menbership 
developed by the Elanentary Comission, the George B. Wnite School also used the ae materials published by the 
National Study Of School Evaluation:

These materials provided discussion iters for a camprehensive assessment of the school by the professional staff 
during the self-study and by the Visiting Committee before and during the visit. 


It is important that the resder understand that each subcommittee appointed by the Steering Comittee was required tc 
present its report to the entire professional staff for approval. No single report developed in the self-study 
became part of the official self-study documents until it had been approved by the entire professional staff. 


A Visiting Comittee of rive (5) professional educators was assigned by the Commission on Public Elementary ‘Schools 
to validate and evaluate the quality of the educational programs at the George B. White School. The team metbers, 
selected on the basis of their demonstrated abilities in their own local settings, spent four days in October, 
reviewed the self-study docunants which hed been prepared for their examination, and met with administrators, 
teachers, camunity representatives, and students to determine the degree to which the school's offerings were 
carried out in relation to the staterent of philosophy and objectives. Since the team members represented public 
elementary schools, their exertise provided diverse points of view which were brought to bear on the evaluation of 
the George B. Hhite School. This report of the findings of the Visiting Team will be forwarded to the Camittee on 
Public Elementary Schools which will make a recommendation on the accreditation of the George B. White School to the 
Association's Executive Committee. 


Although the perceptions of the Visiting Committee on the school's adherence to the Committee's Standards of 
Menbership appear in various sections of this report, the Cammittee wishes to highlight some specific observations. 
It was the judgnent of the Visiting Comittee that the George B. White School staff is a group of warm, cooperative, 
campetent, and dedicated professionals who deeply care about the children in the school. 


STANDARD OF MEMBERSHIP ON PHILOSOPHY AND OBJECTIVES 
Standard of Matbership , 


The school shall develop a clear statement of educational philosophy and objectives designed to meet the needs of the 
Students and of the canmmunity served by the school.

Ongoing reviews of the needs of the students enrolled in 
the schoo! shall be conducted to ensure the continued validity of the philosoohy and objectives. 


Description 


The development of the current statenent of philosophy and objectives for the George B. White School was a two-step 
procedure. The philosophy was developed originally by a staff committee representing all schoo) areas two years ago. 
The philosophy draft was presented to the entire staff, school board and P.A.C. for input. A final document was 
approved by the beforementioned groups and adopted by the School Board. 


The second step involved the objectives which were written by the Philosophy and Objectives Committee of the self- 
study. This group included 3 teachers, a community metber and a school board marber. A similar process of approval 
and adoption was followed. . 


Perceptions 


Perceptions were gained through the self-study materials, observations, and discussions with staff, parents, school 
board representatives and community members. 


1, The development of the statement of the philosophy and objectives was the result of an exceptional 
collaborative effort by the professional staff and the comunity. 


2. The stated objectives of the school do meet the children's needs at every ability level. 


3. The professional staff and the comunity feel that the stated philosophy and objectives are put into day-to- 
day practices within the school environment. 


4, The needs of the students will dictate review and revision of the current philosophy and objectives. 


The George B. White School in Deerfield, N.H. is commended for: 


1. The statenent of philosophy and objectives being expressed concisely and written in language easily 
understandable by all menbers of the comunity. 


2. The approved staterent appezring in the George B. thite School Hancbook. 
3. The enthusiastic commitment by the professional staff and school board menbers to the implementation and

Recommendations 


1. Continue to pursue actively a new facility which will enable the staff and comunity to adhere more 
effectively to the stated objectives.

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STANDARD OF MEMBERSHIP ON COMMUNITY SUPPORT AND INVOLVEMENT 


Standard of Metbership 


The school board shall establish educational policy and provide leadership in securing from the comunity the 
financial support required for the educational program. The school shall have a planned program of camunity 
outreach intended to foster partnership and camunication. 


Description 

Deerfield is a rural, predominantly white, middle-class community with a current population of 2,400 and a total R-12 
student population of 470. *Since 1981 the Deerfield School District has operated on a 4-day school week. The State 
Department of Education originally granted the waiver when high fixed costs in the budget threatened the elimination 
of several positions and programs. In 1985 the waiver was extended for another three years when a camprehensive 
evaluation by an independent consultant demonstrated significant academic improvement and increased comunity 
support since the 4-day program began. 


A key element in the success of the 4-day week is the Friday Activity Program which provides a wide range of 
cultural, recreational, and educational experiences for students. This program is developed and implemented by the 
School-Camunity Coordinator and numerous volunteers. 


The Seotarber 1986 R-8 enrollment was 324. With the largest geographic area in Rockingham County and a thirty-minute 
caomute to the prosperous cities of Manchester, Concord, and Portsmouth, the school and comunity have begun to feel 
the pinch of rapid growth and development. This increase is sharpest in the primary grades where enrollment was at 
full capacity in Septetber 1986. Concern for this surge on its elementary school population and the inadequacy of 
the present facility has prompted the School Board to develop a “School Master Plan" for expanding the current 
facility in the immediate future. 


The educational backgrounds of Deerfield parents indicate that 54% have completed high school and 38% have graduated 
from college and/or graduate school. Approximately 30% of these parents are employed in white-collar professional 
positions, 20% in administrative support occupations, and 15% of the parent population is either self-employed, work 
part-time, or remain at hame. There have been few factors to alter the stability of this socioeconomic pattern in 
recent years although there are indications that current trends in the incaming population suggest a higher 
percentage cf parents engaged in professional occupations. 


Desnite the econanic stability of the population at large, since 1979 there has been increased instability within 
individual family structures. The emotional and educational implications of this increase in broken homes (33%), 
led, in 1986, to the addition to the faculty of a full-time guidance counselor. 


The student population has remained stable with only 6% of its students in 1985/86 withdrawing to other towns. As 

the breakdown of the 1985/86 eighth grade class indicates, 58% of the students camleted five or more of their 

elementary grades education at the George B. White School. It has been detenmined that students transferring to 

Deerfield have scored lower on achievement tests than students whose entire education has been in Deerfield. Grade 

Pox bi is based upon developmental rather than chronological age. There have been no unusual trends in age-grade 
istributions. 


The school and comunity relationship is one of strength and mutual support. Indeed, the school is the focal point 
of the comunity. Its outdoor facilities provide recreational opportunities for townspeople while the building 
itself serves as a gathering place for numerous comunity-sponsored groups and activities. The school, in tum, 
takes advantage of town facilities like the Comunity Church for special occasions like graduation, and works closely 
with individuals like the town Librarian. The school also participates in the historic Deerfield Fair each autum. 


*Seventy-seven percent of local taxes are appropriated for the school district. 


iA unique example of the strong relationship existing between the town and school is the organization FOCUS (Forum of 
Citizens Uniting Our School). This organization, wich reoresents a cross-section of the canmnity, serves as a 
liaison between the school and all citizens, not just parents. Its most important function is to disseminate a 

ly newsletter that is sent to every household in Deerfield. Additionally, the organization raises money for the 
School and sponsors cultural activities like puppet theatres and storytellers to promote school, family and comunity 
interaction. 
Pe ions 
1. The school and comunity have an excellent working relationship with numerous opportunities for high quality 
positive interactions. 


2. ‘The process of creating, monitoring and evaluating the four-day school week schedule has been extremely 
beneficial to students, staff and parents. 


3. The need for flexibility in work schedules appears to be readily met by staff. 
4. The budget process is a collaborative effort with close ties to curricular needs. 


Commendations 


The George B. White School is camended for: 
1. The tremendous level of positive interaction amng students, teachers, staff, parents and camunity marbers. 


2. The fair and open budget process which encourages inout fron staff, parents, comunity manbers and 
administration.

Standard of Merbership 


The school shall have a curriculum that provides for meeting individual student needs and that recognizes the needs 

of society. The manner in which the school organizes for instruction must reflect the school's philosophy and will 

include experiences, activities and programs necessary to attain its stated objectives. There shall be evidence of 

articulation of instruction, planned use of instructional time, and the develonment of expected learning outcomes in 
each curricular area. The school shall demonstrate evidence that a system for assessing educational programs is 


ongoing. ; 
Description 


The George B. White School is the only Readiness through eighth grade elementary school in Deerfield, N.H. housing 
one Readiness Class, one combined Readiness end first grade, and two classes of heterogeneously grouped first through 
sixth grade classrooms. Students in the seventh and eight grade are grouped by ability and individual needs and are 
instructed by four teachers who team teach when appropriate. 


The staff has adopted a develenmental approach to Teaming using a wide variety of methods and materials. Large and 
small group instruction, hands-on experiences, simulations, flexible grouping, and non competitive gares demonstrate 
Staff awareness of varied learning styles among the students. 


The curriculum includes lanquaga arts, math, science, social studfes, music, art, physical education, and health. 
Electives are offered on a serester basis to seventh and eigtt graders. Topics such as Colonial Crafts, Industrial 
Arts, Chess, Dance, Algsbra, French, and Olymics of the Mind are selected based on student interest. 


FREAS OF LEARNING 
*LANGUAGE ARTS*

Counseling services are available to assist students, teachers, administrators and parents. One roan is provided 
with a full-time counselor. The Special Education Progran provides two facilities: a self-contained roan for full- 

_ time students and a roon for students as a resource, evaluators, and instructors for students with varying handicaps, 
grades R-8. The Health Program makes provisions for health screening, intervention in emergencies, and ongoing 
medical needs. A roan is provided for screenings and treatment, staffed by a part-time nurse. Transportation 
provides access to and from school and for school-related activities. Student records are kept in the Resource Roan 
and the main office. Food services offer a hot noon meal. A snack cart and drinks are available during the morning. 


Perceptions 
Perceptions were gained through the self-study materials, observations, and discussions with staff. 
1, Student records and permanent files are kept and maintained in a confidential manner. 
2. Appropriate fonms have been developed to facilitate recordkeeping.

The library at George B. White School is staffed by a full-time Elementary Library technician with the assistance o 
comunity volunteers. The library houses books and audiovisual equipment and a limited anount of software in a sel 
contained classroom. In addition, student work tables are present and a moveable bookcase of reference materials t 
be used in the classroors. 


The facility is available to groups at scheduled times and individuals when need arises. The collection consists 9) 
a wide variety of books, same of which have been selected to support classroom curricula. : 


Perceptions 


Perceptions were gained through the self-study materials, observations and discussions with the library technician 
and self-study committee merbers. 


1. Library materials are catalogued and maintained systematically. 
2. A budget exists for the services.

The school shall have a staff and aduinistration competent in performing their various assigments. They shall set 
high standards for student behavior and ecadanic performance based on an understanding of child development and 
theories of jearning. There shall be a comprehensive systen for evaluation and supervision of the staff and 
administration and a planned program for staff develosrent. The staff and administration shall be adequate in marber 
to meet the needs of students and to achieve the objectives of the school. There shall be a sufficient number of 
support personnel. Employee records shall be properly maintained and secured. 


Description 


The school has a professional staff of twenty-nine with seven support staff, principal and a full-time secretary. 
Over forty-two percent of the staff have advanced degrees. 


A comprehensive teacher handbook provides reference for facts, principles and information on the school's operations. 


Procedures for evaluation of staff deal with individual growth and development and are based on requests and needs 
accoming te the discretion of the teacher and/or principal. 


Percentions 


l. We perceive an atmosphere of overwhelming enthusiasm. This is evidenced through: individual conferences 
with staff members; observations of teachers; interviews with parents, administration, comunity manbers 
and students. 


2. Mutual respect and professionalism are afforded staff and administration. Cooperation, collegiality, and 
collaboration are encouraged through a variety of means. Inordinate arounts of quality work time are 
provided unselfishly by staff and administration.

STANDARD OF MEMBERSHIP OR SCHOOL FACILITIES 


Standard of Menbership 


The site, plant and equipment shall support the program of the school and shall be maintained to ensure the safety 
and health of the occupants. Proper docurentation to assure compliance with local and state fire, health, and safet 
regulations shall be available. 


Description 


The buildings of George B. White School are made up of four (4) sections. The front section was built in 1950, with 
the rh of a “middle” section in 1966. The third addition was built in 1971. In 1987 portable classrooms wer 
added to site. 


The 1950 section is constructed of brick and cement blocks. The 1961 section is basically brick and kalwal: 
construction, whereas the 1971 section fs a steel building. 


The school is located on a five (5) acre lot. Twelve (12) acres are also available across the street on Route 43, 


The 1950 section is a two-story building consisting of four classrooms, gang toilets for boys and girls, a small ro 
for occupational therapy, and a large fayer on the upper level. Two sets of steep stairs go to the upper level ani - 
lower level from the front door entrance. The lower level of this building houses an elongated large room, ‘which i: 
used as a mini-cafeteria. Physical education and group meetings are also held in this roan. A small pyri @ ve 
small art and music room, and teachers’ roam are also on this level. 


The 1966 single story section of the building houses four basic classroans, the nurse's office, and boys and girls 
gang toilets. A hallway connects the 1950 section with the 1971 addition. ; 


The 1971 addition is a steel constructed building which houses seven (7) regular sized classroans, one smal 
classroan, a library, a small administrative area. A center hallway connects this section to the 1966 section. 


A portable building was placed on the lot in the fall of 1987. This building houses two fourth grades, two resource 
areas, and space for speech therapy. Access to this building is through the library in the 1971 section. ‘° 


Handicap accessibility does not exist in all parts of the building. A handicapped student could not ane school 7: 
grade 1 and access all areas of the building in grades 1 through 8. 


A building cannittee was established in Decarber 1986, to deal with facility needs. This committee presented a pla 
to the community at the Spring Town Meeting of 1987. "The plan called for the construction of a 3.5 miTT0n dollar 
“core facility” on the George B. White School site. This proposal was defeated. 


A building committee, consisting of approximately 30 menbers, representing menbers of the comunity, staff, ‘school 
board reget and the administration, was created in the Spring of 1987. This committee reviewed the following 
three (3 plans: 5 


1. Th construction of an entirely new school plant (grades 1-8) on a “town-owned", thirty-three (33) acre 
site. 

2. Build a new middle school on a new site and convert the present building to an elementary school. 

3. Building onto the present facility. 


In October 1987, the building committee voted to accept the concept of constructing an eee new school on the 
“town-owned”, thirty-three (33) acre site. 


Perceptions 


It is the feeling of the Visiting Camnittee that the physical plant does not contribute positively to the programs at 
the George B. White School. In the self-evaluation and discussion with the staff and parents, they repeatedly cited 
concerns over the restrictions placed on present and future programs due to a Tack of adequate facilities. 


Lack of suitable space to provide for a modern health and physical education progran and an effective art and music 
program is apparent to the tean. 


The entire schoo] is unable to meet together in one area to take the a of quality assenbly speakers. 


“The team perceives that t new programs cannot be developed die to a lack of space. Such programs that are part of the 
modern middle school education are: industrial arts, hare economics, foreign language, advanced math, and gifted and 


talented. 


_ The stopgap method of using portable classroan space to reduce class size will not solve the problem of future 
enroliment needs. 


The team perceives a lack of storage in the entire plant. 


The Visiting Team voiced concern over the floor care, appearance of the paint on the walls and woodwork, and genera: 
cleanliness in the 1950 section. (The Team recognizes that this is the oldest section.) 


‘State and local fire inspections were conducted in 1985 and 1986. A state health inspection of the kitchen was _ 
conducted in 1986. The kitchen facilities have passed state inspection and the state fire codes have been met. 


Commendat {ons 


1. The staff at the George B. White School for continuing to personally portray and provide @ developrental 
approach to learning with a limited facility. 


2. The addition of the temorary modular unit to reduce class size. 
3. The abundance of attractive displays of student work and projects greatly enhances the building decor. 


Recommendations 
1. An updating of the facility needs as outlined in the self-study 
for presentation to the Visiting Cannittee: 


a. To create more space for instruction. 
b. To create more space for and provide strategic places of support services. 
c. To provide a ventilatian systen. 
d. To create more space for storage. 
é€. To provide insulation. 
2. Proper space and equipment be provided for a physical education/nealth program. 
3. Additional space be provided for the nurse which will enable {11 children to be separate from the routine 
office traffic. 
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4. Prooer instructional space and equipment be provided for music and art instruction. 

5. Proper storage space be provided for art materials/supplies and music supplies/equipment. 
6. Space for Chapter I and canputer education be expanded. 

7. A-science roan with science tables and equipment be provided. 


8. The media center (without traffic) should be enlarged. Storage space should be provided in the center for 
audio visual equiprent. 


9. Provide lockable, fireproof storage for the nurse's office and science chemicals. 

10. Provide accessibility for the handicapped as per state and federal regulations. 

11. Consider expanding and developing more playground area. 

12. Provide permanent classroars to replace the modular unit. 

13. Investigate procedures and practices relative to safety hazards, 1.e., electricity, fire, and accesstbilit 


14, Investigate the possibilities for further minimizing exposure risks to vehicular traffic on the state 
higway (Route 43) in front of the school. 


15. The Visiting Committee recommends, in light of al] available evidence, that a naw facility be built onan 
site. : 


STANDARD OF MEMBERSHIP ON SCHOOL ATMOSPHERE 
Standard of Merbership 


The school shall foster an atmosphere which provides the setting for an effective educational progran. Within the 
school comunity, there shall be evidence of mutual respect, adherence to rules and procedures, and concern for 
property. There shall be evidence of mutual goals in comunity and school undertakings characterized by a 
commonality of purpose and positive relations between staff, students, school and comunity. 


Description 


The parents, students and staff of the George B. White Schoo! appear to support and encourage an atmosphere conduci 
to optimum learning. This philosophy erbodies the goal of mitual respect and understanding between the school and 
community. ; 


Perceptions 
1. The students feel positive about all aspects of the school. 


2. The students like the four-day week and the Friday Activity Program. 
3. The students have a strong sense of pride in their school. 
4. The teachers feel strongly supported by the administrator. 
5. The teachers willingly provide individualized instruction. 
6. The teachers have a high level of job satisfaction. 
7. The parents feel the staff and faculty are accessible and competent. 
8. The parents support the individualized approach to instruction. 
Commendation — 
The George B. White School is commended for: 
1. | The high level of mutual respect between staff and students.

2. The degree of support fron teachers, staff, administration, and comunity for student-centered activities. 
3. The level of comfort and professionalism which encourages collaboration and sharing. 
4, The positive nature of the discipline section of The Teacher Handbook. 

Recommendations 3 

The Visiting Committee recommends that the George 8. White School: 


1, Continue to foster the positive schoo! atmosphere observed by the Visiting Comittee despite space 
limitations and the inadequacy of the facility. 


CORCLUSION 


| The Commission on Public Elenentary Schools end its Visiting Conmittee wish to commend all these who contributed time 
and energy to the self-study of the Georce £. thite School. 


It is the hope of the Comittee that this Visiting Comittee Report, in conjunction with the findings of the self- 
study of the George B. White School, will stimulate the statt, acrinistration, and other responsible School personnel 
to strive to make a good school even better. . . 


The recomendations in the report represent a consensus of the entire Visiting Committees. while the team expended 

_ concentrated effort during: their four days at the scl, they also recognized that same of their findings may not be 
' consistent with the school's perceptions. The ttee wishes to point out, therefore, that any recanmendation 

_ which appears to school officials to be discrenent with the best interests of the students may be rejected, with 
valid reasons given. 


_ The Cammittee urges that a follow-up progren be developed as soon as possible to review all findings of the self- 

_ Study and the recommendations of the Visiting Camittee. The Committee is sure that the considerable efforts of 
these to professional groups will provide iat to improve the quality of the offerings for the students in the 

George B. khite School. 


After reviewing the Visiting Comittee Report, the adwinistration should discuss with staff members the Visiting 
Teem's observations in all areas. Recommendations should then be classified inte one of four categories: 


1. Those that can be carried out at once; 

2. Those that can be accomlished in a short period of tine; 

3. Those which will require a longer period ef time for fulfillment; 
4. Those that, for bona fide reasons, are considered invalid. 


_ Following this classification procedure, priorities should be established and a plan for implementation adopted. 


During the fifth year following the On-Site Visitaticn, the principal and professional staff of the George ye anit 
School will be required by the Committee on Pudlic Elerentary Schosis to submit a Five-Year Progress 

indicate the current status of all recommendations made by the Visiting Committee. This report will request “thet all 
recamendations be classified into one of five categories: Comleted, In Progress, Planned for the Future, Rejected, 
or No Action. The Associaticn will expect ressons for anv reconmeniat fons vitich have been rejected or those items on 
which no action has been taken. 


Since it is in the best interests of the students thet the citizens of the district become aware of the strengths and 
limitations of the school, the Camittee on Public Elementary Schools trusts that this resort will receive wide 
distribution in the comunity.
